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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barath, Vigil, et a!., Kaplan, et a!., and in further view of Klein. The limitations disclosed 
in the pending claims are conventional in the art as evidenced by the teachings of the 
cited patents. More importantly, concerning the use of a cage with spaced apart rings, 
figures 20 and 30 of the Klein Patent clearly demonstrate the conventionality of this 
particular embodiment. 

In response to applicants' arguments figures 20 and 30 show a balloon catheter 
having a flexible elongate element secured in fixed longitudinal positions about the 
proximal and distal extremities of the catheter shaft spaced longitudinally away from the 
outer surface of the balloon. Based on the teachings of Klein, it would not be 
unreasonable to suggest that a modification to the catheters disclosed by Barath, Vigil, 
et al., and Kaplan, et al., to include a flexible elongate element secured in fixed 
longitudinal positions about the proximal and distal extremities of the catheter shaft 
spaced longitudinally away from the outer surface of the balloon, would have been 
considered an obvious design choice. 
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Conclusion 

The above rejection includes a new reference that has not been presented before in the 
prosecution of this application. Accordingly, in order to provide applicant an opportunity 
to provide comments concerning said reference, this application is not a final rejection.
